Source saw some Ameri can-made 2-motored Boston airplanes and 
some single-motored biplanes on this field. 

Training course for pilots lasted 20-24 days; parachutists 
graduated after four jumps. 

Airplane crashes were quite frequent.

To increase the production of lambs, the eye is injected 
before insemination with a colorless substance extracted 
from the bipod of a pregnant horse. The ewe is subsequently 
artificially inseminated. As a result of this procedure, as 
many as six lambs instead of the usual one or two are produced; 
however 1 the lambs are very weak at birth and need special 
treatment. The average in one season was 3°0 to 400 young 
lambs from 100 ewes.
